DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: there are no 
prior arts teaching or suggesting of a device for providing a fatigue warning to a driver in 
a controlled motor vehicle traveling on a roadway, comprising: a driver sensor system 
for detecting a driver fatigue condition and an alarm system including an environment 
sensor system and a setting device. The alarm system is configured to one of output a 
warning signal and a warning distance being defined initially by a set-point time gap and 
wherein the setting device of the alarm system configured to modify the warning 
distance as a function of the detected driver fatigue condition. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
